Judge  W.  John  Schofield  was  honored  upon  his 
retirement  after  23  years  as  magistrate  of  the  Bristol 
Municipal  Court  with  a  citation  from  Governor 
John  Sununu  and  the  Executive  Council.  He  also 
received  a  plaque  with  a  symbolic  gavel.  With  him 
is  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  who  served  as  the  Clerk  of 
Court. 


Every  few  generations  we  see 
within  a  town  a  citizen  who 
devotes  the  better  part  of  his 
hfe  for  the  good  of  the  com- 
munity. Bristol  has  been  no 
exception.  The  retirement  of 
Judge  VV.  John  Schofield 
from  the  Bristol  Municipal 
Court  has  closed  yet  another 
chapter  in  the  continuing  an- 
nals of  the  tow  n's  list  of  dis- 
tinguished public  servants. 
John  Schofield,  or  "Jack" 
as  he  is  better  known,  en- 
tered the  realm  of  local  pol- 
itics when  he  was  elected  selectman  in  1944.  In  this  capacity  he  faithfully 
served  the  town  for  26  consecutive  years.  His  tenure  in  office  witnessed  a 
significant  change  in  the  responsibilities  placed  upon  a  selectman,  changes 
often  wrought  through  enactment  of  laws  which  involved  the  state  and  fed- 
eral governments'  arms  reaching  down  to  the  local  level.  Yet  Jack  still  had 
the  opportunity  to  experience  many  of  the  traditional  concepts  and  customs 
still  conceived  of  local  selectmen. 

While  a  selectman  in  1962,  Jack  was  appointed  by  Governor  Wesley  Powell 
to  become  Bristol's  Municipal  Court  Judge.  Though  he  was  not  of  a  legal 
background,  his  known  honesty  and  integrity  along  with  the  spirit  of  fair- 
ness, rendered  him  a  reputation  of  being  an  equitable  dispenser  of  justice. 
When  Jack  was  first  appointed  judge,  court  was  held  in  the  former  select- 
men's office  in  the  so-called  Blake  block.  He  later  became  the  first  local  judge 
to  utilize  the  present  courtroom  facilities  in  the  tow  n  office  building  on  Lake 
Street. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  list  all  the  accomplishments  and  involvements  Jack 
Schofield  had  been  a  party  to  while  serving  the  general  electorate  and  citizenry 
of  Bristol.  But  all  who  have  known  him  can  readily  attest  to  the  fact  he  has 
unselfishly  devoted  an  enormous  portion  of  his  life  (40  years)  toward  mak- 
ing Bristol  a  better  and  safer  place  to  live.  And  to  this  end  we  all  owe  him 
a  most  genuine  debt  of  gratitude.  There  is  no  question  but  what  W.  John 
Schofield  is  indeed  Mr.  Bristol. 

We  would  also  like  to  recognize  his  wife,  Betsy  Schofield,  for  her  many 
years  of  service  to  the  town  as  Clerk  of  the  Bristol  Municipal  Court.

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Selectmen's  Report 

The  year  1984  was  a  very  challenging  one  for  your  Selectmen. 

We  finally  received  approval  from  the  state  for  the  rubbish  transfer  sta- 
tion at  the  Town  Garage  which  we  believe  is  a  central  and  convenient  loca- 
tion. However,  we  are  still  having  problems  for  our  stump,  brush  and 
demolition  materials  site.  Although  we  have  looked  at  several  sites,  and  could 
not  get  approval  from  the  state  on  them,  we  are  still  searching. 

We  have  also  drawn  up  a  much  needed  town  employees  Personnel  and 
Administrative  Code  and  revised  and  updated  all  Commissions.  A  new  policy 
of  meeting  with  all  Department  heads  quarterly  to  institute  better  communi- 
cations was  started. 

The  unsightly  charred  remains  of  the  Wellington  Inn  fire  have  been  re- 
moved and  a  lien  put  on  the  property  to  recover  the  cost  to  the  town  for 
removing  debris  and  filling  the  cellar  hole. 

We  have  had  three  regrettable  retirements.  Judge  Jack  Schofield  after  23 
years  service.  Ambulance  Operator  Fred  Emmons  after  12  years  of  service 
and  Kelley  Park  Commissioner  Chet  Wells  after  33  years  service.  Chet  was 
appointed  a  lifetime,  honorary  member  of  Kelley  Park  Commission. 

The  Master  Plan  for  the  town  was  formally  adopted.  The  Planning  Board 
revised,  updated  and  adopted  the  Subdivision  regulations. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  town  employees,  members  of 
Commissions,  Committees,  Boards  and  others  who  have  given  of  their  valu- 
able time  to  make  1984  a  successful  year.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combin- 
ing, individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Bristol,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1983, 
as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  con- 
sidered necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Bristol  Municipal  Court  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1983,  have  not  been  included  in  the  accompanying 
financial  report.  However,  we  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the 
Court  and  have  issued  a  separate  report  thereon  (See  Note  6). 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group 
of  Accounts  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group 
of  Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining,  individu- 
al fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Bristol,  New  Hampshire  at  De- 
cember 31,  1983,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended, 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on 
the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.  The  accompanying 
financial  information  listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  con- 
tents is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required 
part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Bristol,  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied

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group  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  materi- 
al respects  in  relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Bristol  Sewer  Commission 

Work  toward  extending  the  sewer  system  to  Newfound  Lake  went  forward 
in  1984.  We  talked  extensively  with  State  officials,  went  before  the  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  with  a  presentation  aimed  at  get- 
ting funding,  and  we  tested  the  Lake  to  see  what,  if  any,  pollution  problems 
we  had.  No  serious  problems  were  found. 

The  Department  is  trying  to  keep  the  physical  sewer  plant  in  good  shape. 
In  the  past  year  we  replaced  the  upper  rotor  and  it  is  ready  for  operation 
when  weather  permits. 

The  Department  had  a  personnel  changeover  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose 
two  valued  employees.  However,  we  are  pleased  and  confident  with  our  new 
staff. 

Plans  are  to  continue  our  work  on  finding  ways  to  extend  sewerage  to  the 
Lake  and  to  continue  our  testing.  We  are  also  planning  to  replace  the  lower 
rotor  at  the  sewer  plant.  Hopefully,  the  Town  of  Bristol  will  enact  building 
regulations  as  we  move  forward  with  our  plans. 

As  we  try  to  improve  our  service,  please  feel  free  to  come  in  and  talk  with 
us.  We  need  citizen  input  and  ideas.

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  above  figures  represent  an  overall  increase 
in  circulation  of  1 1%  despite  the  fact  that  the  State  terminated  its  Bookmo- 
bile services  in  1983. 

An  interesting  note  in  this  day  and  age  of  computers  is  a  service  that  the 
State  Library  has  put  onstream  made  possible  by  the  computer.  Every  time 
a  library  gets  a  new  book,  a  card  with  this  information  is  sent  to  the  State 
Library  in  Concord  where  it  is  properly  identified,  cataloged,  and  the  infor- 
mation processed  into  the  memory  bank.  Then,  when  a  participating  library 
has  a  request  for  a  volume  it  does  not  have,  it  can  contact  the  State  Library 
and  quickly  check  to  find  out  if  any  library  in  the  State  does  have  the  book. 
Partly  in  conjunction  with  this  program  the  Minot-Sleeper  Library  borrowed 
eighteen  books  on  interlibrary  loan  and,  in  turn,  loaned  forty-three  volumes 
to  other  libraries. 

This  year  marked  the  100th  birthday  of  the  Minot-Sleeper  Library.  To  com- 
memorate the  occasion,  the  Trustees  hosted  an  Open  House  and  Tea  on  Satur- 
day, November  10,  1984.  The  pewter  tea  service  used  for  the  first  time  at 
this  event  was  purchased  from  funds  bequeathed  to  the  Library  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  late,  longtime  friend  and  Trustee,  Natalie  Sargent. 
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Money  from  the  Ora  M.  Fields  Fund  given  in  memory  of  Mary  B.  Fields, 
was  sufficient  to  enable  the  purchase  of  thirty  books  for  use  by  young  peo- 
ple. In  addition,  many  other  people  donated  books  as  an  ongoing  memorial 
to  loved  ones.  Each  gift  was  individually  acknowledged  with  warm  thanks. 

As  in  past  summers,  the  children's  reading  hour  and  storytelling  program 
was  well  attended.  This  year  was  particularly  outstanding  for  the  number 
of  preschoolers  who  participated  in  the  program. 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  would  like  to  express  their  appreciation  for 
the  dedicated  services  of  all  staff  members.  It  is  through  their  cooperation 
that  the  Library  functions  so  smoothly.

1984  Conservation  Commission  Report 


The  Commission  has  increased  our  Board  to  seven  members.  This  year 
John  Hetzel  and  Bill  Gagnon  have  joined  us. 

The  number  of  permits  being  considered  by  the  State  wetlands  board  are 
increasing.  Development  around  the  lake  is  of  great  concern  to  the  Commis- 
sion. The  permit  process  allows  us  to  review  the  applicant's  request  and  make 
recommendations  or  objections  to  the  Wetland  Board  where  the  permit  will 
be  approved  or  denied.  The  state  has  the  final  say  as  to  what  can  happen 
in  the  lake. 

We  want  to  see  the  town  develop  some  form  of  protection  for  the  water- 
shed aquifer  which  supplies  the  water  for  the  town  well.  This  is  presently 
being  addressed  and  should  be  accomplished  in  1985. 

The  Commission  wants  the  Town  to  purchase  land  next  to  the  Breck- 
Plankey  spring  for  added  protection  and  improved  traffic  flow. 

The  Town  will  be  receiving  a  major  wetland  and  wild  life  area  this  year 
as  a  gift  from  Robert  Bennett  through  the  Greenan  Agency.  This  will  be  one 
we  won't  have  to  fight  to  protect  — Thank  you  Bob. 

If  we  as  a  community  do  not  look  ahead  more  often  we  will  be  looking 
back  on  some  unfortunate  and  perhaps  costly  mistakes.

Bristol  Water  Commission 

The  Bristol  Water  Works  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  meet  regu- 
larly on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  for  the  benefit  of  our  customers. 
During  1984  we  met  an  additional  15  times  to  resolve  many  problems.  Your 
participation  is  strongly  requested. 

Mr.  Gary  Chandler  resigned  as  Superintendent  and  Mr.  Chester  Smart  was 
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promoted  in  the  position.  Mrs.  Pauline  Slocumb  retired  and  Mrs.  Cherylyn 
Lewis  was  hired  into  the  position  of  Administrative  Assistant. 

The  Bristol  Water  Works  major  concern  is  the  necessity  of  adequate  wa- 
ter storage,  and  for  this  reason  a  professional  engineering  group  was  engaged 
this  year.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  present  an  acceptable  package  for  the  facil- 
ity to  be  included  in  the  1986  Town  budget. 

An  abnormal  amount  of  rework  was  necessary  to  keep  the  department  pick- 
up going  this  year.  It  must  be  replaced  in  1985. 

The  radio/computer  control  system  for  governing  the  storage  tank  level 
has  been  installed  and  is  nearly  100%  operational.  It  is  an  excellent  central 
control  for  an  infinite  number  of  alarms  or  control  manipulations. 

The  Bristol  Water  Works  has  initiated  a  plan  for  an  on-duty  employee 
during  the  weekends  for  "total"  department  coverage.  This  was  started  in 
October  and  seems  to  be  working  to  complete  satisfaction. 

Mr.  Doug  Payne  has  earned  the  Grade  I  Sewage  Plant  Operators  license. 
Congratulations! 

The  business  of  managing  this  department  is  becoming  more  complex  as 
time  progresses.  We  hope  the  task  will  be  eased  by  the  computer  being  con- 
sidered by  the  Town  officials.

Fire  Department  Report 

The  Bristol  Fire  Department  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  summa- 
rize the  fires  and  their  activities  for  the  past  year. 

The  department  responded  to  57  calls  this  past  year.  There  were  7  struc- 
tural fires,  28  chimney  fires,  5  Mutual  Aid  or  out-of-town  calls,  3  car  or  truck 
fires,  1  gas  washdown,  3  smoke  calls,  2  false  alarms,  2  grass  or  small  brush 
fires,  2  transformer  fires,  1  dumpster,  1  car  wreck,  1  miscellaneous  and  1 
lightning  hit. 

This  past  year  the  Fire  Company  contributed  $2,000.00  toward  the  pur- 
chase of  a  compressor  for  the  Cascade  System.  The  Women's  Auxiliary  do- 
nated $2,000.00  and  the  Town  the  remaining  $2,000.00.  The  firemen  then 
donated  their  time  in  installing  it  and  converting  the  old  Forestry  Truck  into 
a  Portable  Cascade  System.  This  has  already  proven  successful  and  saved 
many  man-hours  in  traveling  out  of  town  to  refill  the  big  tanks.  It  also  has 
made  it  possible  to  have  more  air  available  at  the  fire  scene  for  the  Scott 
Air  Pacs. 

The  firemen  have  also  repaired  and  fixed  the  1952  Dodge  4x4  they  ob- 
tained from  the  State  last  year.  This  is  now  used  as  the  Forestry  Truck.  Fire- 
men again  put  up  the  Xmas  lights  and  took  them  down.  More  lights  were 
added  this  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  help  from  the  merchants,  more 
will  be  added  next  year.

In  October  the  Fire  Company  held  an  Open  House  to  help  commemorate 
10  years  in  this  station  and  also  Fire  Prevention  Week.  Firemen  also  visited 
the  grade  school  and  demonstrated  to  the  classes  the  use  of  different  fire 
fighting  equipment.  We  hope  that  this  will  help  make  the  children  more  fire 
conscious  and  help  us  in  preventing  more  fires  in  the  future. 

The  Company  has  also  turned  over  to  the  Town  the  deed  for  a  piece  of 
land  they  had  bought  in  back  of  the  old  Fire  Station  on  South  Main  Street. 
This  summer  some  of  the  men  also  tried  repairing  the  tire  wall  between  the 
Station  and  the  Gilbert  property.  In  the  near  future  a  stone  wall  or  cement 
wall  will  have  to  be  erected  to  help  hold  the  land  from  washing  out.  At  the 
present  it  is  slowly  washing  away. 

Training  of  the  personnel  continues  and  the  Commissioners  have  continued 
with  their  inspections.  People  should  also  be  aware  of  a  new  State  Law  on 
smoke  detectors.  This  states  that  there  shall  be  an  automatic  fire  warning 
device  in  every  single  family  unit  that  rents  out  a  room  to  one  or  more  per- 
sons. This  automatic  fire  warning  device  shall  be  located  in  each  hallway 
or  area  adjacent  to  a  sleeping  area.  Commissioners  have  sent  letters  to  most 
of  those  involved  and  will  be  checking  to  make  sure  that  smoke  detectors 
have  been  installed  and  are  in  working  condition. 

Fire  calls  were  down  this  past  year  but  there  were  more  structure  and  chim- 
ney fires  than  last  year.  We  hope  that  with  everyone's  help  the  number  will 
be  lower  in  the  coming  year.

Bristol  Planning  Board 

During  1984  the  Planning  Board  was  very  busy.  Meetings  had  to  be  sched- 
uled twice  a  month  with  all  members  working  with  dedication.  The  Board 
realizes  the  importance  of  its  responsibilities  knowing  that  the  growth  of  the 
Town  means  more  construction  and  more  requests  for  subdivisions. 

Applications  for  subdivision  approval  increased  measurably  in  1984.  There 
has  been  a  steady  growth  for  the  past  3-4  years  for  such  approval.  This  year 
subdivision  requests  involved  many  major  projects  such  as  the  construction 
of  condominiums  that  will  have  considerable  impact  on  the  Town's  tax  base, 
but  also  brings  with  it  a  different  set  of  problems  for  the  Planning  Board. 
Community  support  and  input  is  needed  to  assure  that  Bristol's  growth  will 
be  positive  and  that  the  Town  will  grow  in  a  direction  acceptable  to  our 
residents.

After  required  public  hearings,  the  Comprehensive  Master  Plan  was  adopt- 
ed by  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Conservation  Com- 
mittee. It  now  becomes  a  formal  document  to  be  used  for  Town  planning. 
Recognition  of  Central  Square  and  14  structures  in  that  area  as  historical  build- 
ings is  addressed  in  the  Master  Plan.  An  Historic  District  Commission  proposal 
will  appear  this  year  in  the  Town  Warrant.  The  Commission  members,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  will  apply  regulations  pertaining  to  this  area. 

The  Planning  Board  revised  the  Town's  Subdivision  Regulations  and, 
after  a  public  hearing,  adopted  them  November  27,  1984.  The  Board  is 
presently  working  on  the  development  of  zoning  regulations  for  the  Town 
which  will  be  presented  this  year.  Major  emphasis  of  these  regulations  will 
be  on  the  protection  of  land  owners.  They  are  not  meant  to  be  restrictive 
but  are  meant  to  enhance  land  development  as  the  growth  of  Bristol  con- 
tinues and  protect  all  Bristol  citizens.

Police  Commissioners'  Report 

On  March  26,  1984,  Robert  H.  Bennett  was  elected  by  the  other  two  Po- 
lice Commissioners  as  the  Police  Commission's  Chairman  for  the  following 
year.  Bi-monthly  meetings  of  the  Police  Commission  are  held  on  the  first 
and  third  Monday  at  seven  p.m.  with  the  meetings  being  held  in  the  Select- 
men's Office.  While  the  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  in  order  for  a  visi- 
tor to  address  the  commission  he  or  she  must  be  on  the  agenda.  Persons 
wishing  to  speak  to  the  commission  should  contact  the  Chief  of  Police  in 
person  to  be  put  on  the  agenda;  this  must  be  done  prior  to  5:00  p.m.  the 
Thursday  before  the  next  regularly  scheduled  Monday  evening  meeting.  If 
an  emergency  situation  arises  persons  can  be  put  on  the  agenda  up  to  the 
time  of  the  Commissioners'  meeting. 

The  members  of  the  Bristol  Police  Department  contributed  1060  hours  of 
free  time  during  the  year  to  the  Town  of  Bristol  for  such  things  as  CPR  train- 
ing, firearms  training,  investigations,  court  preparation,  report  writing,  meet- 
ings, attending  various  training  schools  and  patrol  work. 

In  June,  Chief  Wingate  completed  attendance  at  the  eleven-week  F.B.I. 
National  Academy  in  Quontico,  Virginia.  During  the  past  year  Sergeant 
Haines  attended  a  one-week  school  on  Crime  Scene  Management.  Patrol- 
man Maccarone  attended  a  one-week  training  school  for  Intoximeter  Oper- 
ators in  order  to  become  certified  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  an 
intoximeter  operator.  Three  new  Special  Officers  joined  the  department  in 
1984  and  they  all  completed  the  78-hour  part-time  Officers  training  school. 
These  three  new  officers  are  Roger  B.  Pedersen,  Michael  D.  Cate  and  Scott 
K.  Satterfield.  All  members  of  the  Police  Department  continued  their  police 
training  by  attending  several  one-day  inservice  training  sessions  either  locally 
or  at  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Academy. 

Beginning  in  1985,  there  will  be  State  standards  for  firearms  qualification 
of  all  police  officers  that  carry  firearms.  Because  the  Bristol  Police  Depart- 
ment has  built  their  own  firearms  range  on  the  Bristol  Sewer  Plant  property 
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and  the  members  of  the  department  have  spent  many  hours  training  in  the 
proper  use  of  service  revolvers,  we  feel  that  they  will  experience  no  prob- 
lems completing  the  State-set  standards  in  this  area  of  training. 

The  Bristol  Police  Department  currently  has  twelve  part-time  officers  com- 
prised of  eight  Special  Officers,  one  Traffic  Control  Officer,  two  Police  Ma- 
trons and  one  Animal  Control  Officer.  These  part-time  officers  have  several 
years  of  police  experience  and  training  behind  them  and  are  a  tremendous 
asset  to  the  police  department.  The  Commission  feels  that  it  should  be  noted 
that  it  now  requires  78  hours  of  classroom  training,  successfully  completed, 
in  order  to  become  a  State  certified,  part-time  police  officer. 

In  October,  a  retirement  party  was  held  at  the  St.  Timothy  Social  Center 
for  George  E.  Preble  who  left  the  police  department  after  forty  years  service 
to  the  community  as  a  part-time  police  officer. 

In  December,  Special  Officer  David  J.  Albert  was  hired  as  a  full-time 
patrolman  to  replace  Christopher  L.  Cost  who  had  resigned  in  July  to  go 
to  work  as  a  patrolman  for  the  Laconia  Police  Department.  Patrolman  Al- 
bert will  be  attending  the  mandatory  10-week  training  academy  at  the  New 
Hampshire  Police  Academy  in  the  future  in  order  to  become  State  certified 
as  the  law  requires. 

On  January  I,  1985,  because  of  the  retirement  of  Judge  W.  John  Schofield, 
the  Bristol  Municipal  Court  was  dissolved  as  the  State  law  requires  and  the 
Town  of  Bristol  became  part  of  the  Plymouth  District  Court.  The  Plymouth 
District  Court  will  be  holding  sessions  in  Bristol  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Tuesday  each  month  at  9:30  a.m.  for  criminal  and  motor  vehicle  cases  only. 
During  the  summer  months  (June,  July,  August)  court  will  be  held  every 
week.  All  civil  cases  (small  claims)  must  now  be  handled  in  Plymouth  at  the 
District  Court  Building.  All  juvenile  cases  must  also  be  handled  in  Plymouth 
at  the  District  Court  Building.  With  the  anticipated  future  retirement  of  the 
Emmons  police  telephone-radio  answering  service,  the  police  commissioners 
in  1985  will  be  working  with  other  town  officials  to  begin  looking  into  some 
form  of  telephone  answering-radio  dispatching  service  so  that  the  new  sys- 
tem could  be  put  into  use  when  needed  in  the  future. 

In  1985,  the  Bristol  Police  Commission  faces  a  problem  that  will  be  of 
interest  to  all  residents  of  the  community  in  the  future:  increased  growth  in 
the  Bristol-Newfound  area  due  to  the  building  boom  that  is  currently  going 
on.  We  feel  that  as  the  area  grows  and  calls  for  town  services  increase,  so 
must  the  resources  of  the  Bristol  Police  Department  in  order  to  provide  proper 
service  to  the  residents  of  Bristol.  Besides  looking  into  a  new  form  of  police 
dispatching,  the  Police  Commission  feels  that  larger  and  improved  police 
facilities  are  greatly  needed.  With  the  increased  calls  for  services  available 
manpower  should  be  increased  in  order  to  adequately  handle  the  work  load. 
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The  Police  Commission  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you, 
the  public,  for  the  support  that  you  have  given  us  this  past  year.  Your  com- 
ments to  us  or  your  attendance  at  our  meetings  in  the  future  will  be  ap- 
preciated by  the  Commission.
